UK scientists 
live on 
diet_poisoned 
by_fallout 


London, Nov. 28. 
A British scientist who hos 
been eating food and 
drink deliberately poisoned 
by radioactive fallout said 


today he feels fine. 

So do two colleagues who 
joined him in the month-long 
test 

Dr George Harrison, 57-year- 
old member of the Medical 
Research Council's Kadio Biolo- 
gical Research Unit, said: 

“We each had a une-pound 
Joaf 30 times as radioactive as 
a normal loaf and one quarter 
of radivactive milk each day. 

“This diet was supplemented 
with two ounces of butter, two 
ounces vf bacon and four 
ounces of jam, which were free 
of radioactivity. In addition 
we bad distilled water with

OYSTERS? — HAVE AN 
INANGA INSTEAD 


New Zealand can boast of many delicacies from 


the one which probably excites more seasona 
is the tiny fish known to 


whitebait. 


The inanga, when full grown, 
is a very ordinary looking 
minnow. But in its infantile 
stage it is a small fish about one 
and a half inches long, almost 
transparent, but  milk-white 
when cooked—hence the name 
whitebait. 


Spring 


The whitebait season occurs 
during early spring when the 
jnanga, hatched from eggs de- 
posited in coastal waters during 
the preceding autumn (fall), 
returns to the rivers and 
streams where its ancestors 
grew to adulthood before re- 
turning to the sea to spawn. 

Every spring, when the run 
of whitebalt is expected, fisher- 
both professional and 
amateur, line the banks of 
rivers and streams to catch the 
tmy fish in nets made from mos- 
quito curtaining. 

The present season has 
proved a particularly good one 
and catches reaching 100 lbs a 
day for a single fisherman have 
been reported. As prices have 
generally averaged ten shillings 
a pound, it can be seen that 
such @ day's catch is of con- 
siderable value.

But for the majority the 
delicate flavour of the tiny fish 
make them a prime favourtte 
and the season's catch is 
readily disposed of, especially 
as these fish keep well in deep 
freeze and are on the mariet 
during the summer when the 
oyster season is closed. 

New Zealand has two sources 
of oyster supply—rock oysters, 
in the Auckland area, and a 
large variety from the seabed 
in Foveaux Strait, between the 
South Island and Stewart 
Island. 

The Foveaux Strait, or 
“Bluff,” oysters make up the 
main supply. The oyster fleet 
from the port of Bluff dredges 
up approximately 80,000 sacks 
during the season, compared 
with less than 6,000 sacks of 
rock oysters marketéd.

About 5,000 tons of crayfish 
are taken from all parts of the 
coast each year and about one- 
third of them are exported. 

Another delicacy, greatly ap- 
preciated by all Maoris and by 
a@ limited number of Europeans 
is the paua. 

This is a bi-valve, found on 
coastal rocks, similar to the 
northern abalone, and its limit- 
ed use by Europeans is mainly 
due toa lack of knowledge 
regarding its preparation. 

The paua is jet black in 
colour and this outer black coat 
has to be removed by scrub- 
bing, otherwise it tastes bitter. 
The cleaned fish must then be 
pounded to tenderise it. After 
that, it can be cooked in a 
variety of ways, all appreciated 
by those who take the trouble 
to do it. 

Another greatly appreciated 
delicacy is the toheroa, a large 
clam, found only én the beaches 
of the east coast. The digging 
of toheroas from the beaches is 
strictly controlled and..: its 
scarcity makes it the more 
apyteciated by those fortunate 
enough to live near the beaches

As regards the cake, the 
time between now and “The 
Day” will give it time to 
mature and for the fruit 
to lend its perfume to it. 


The new season's dried fruits 
should now be obtainable. I 
suggest buying packaged ones, 
which have already been 
cleaned. These fruits, bought in 
bulk, may be a little dry and, 
perhaps, not teo clean. 


Buy in packs 


Several days before making a 
cake turn them into a colander, 
lower it into the sink Alled with 
cold water, let it rest for a 
minute or two, then lift it out 
and into the water several times 
to distodge any dust. 

This applies to currants, 
sultanas and seedless raisins, but 
not to seeded ones which would 
not only become water-logged 
but would also lose much of 
their flavour. 

Drain the washed fruit 
thoroughly, then spread it'on a 
linen cloth and, -from time to 
UUme, roil it about in it.
